winter. What had become of the safeguards 
which ‘were in that Act? What had become 
of the powers of the Lord Lieutenant. and of a 
erate? He supposed that all that had dis- 
appeared. The Prime Minister had said that 
England could not permit Ireland to organise 
an.army or nayy of her own, but he had ady 
consented to that army. What had become of 
the Oath of Allegiance, which they wasted one 
night in discussing in that House? So vanished 
How could the Government 
appeal to their lordships for their confidence ó 
Why: should we trust their judgment ? asked 
Lord. Salisbury. They have been uniformly 
wrong. They have totally misled the country. 
It is the higher obligation of British statesmen 
not io mislead the country, What have they 


done? 
THE CARNARVON SPEECH. 

There was, his lordship went on, a speech by 
tlie Prime Minister at Carnarvén on October 9, 
1920, The Prime Minister then said that a 
améil body of assassins, a real murder gang, 
were dominating the country an@ terrorising it. 
li was esteniial that that gang should be 
broken up, and that, unless he was mistaken, 
the Government would do it, and the Prime 
Minister added—‘‘ We are not going to quail 
before a hapdful of assassins in any part of the 
British Empire.’’ . That, said Lord Salisbury, 
was exactly what the Government had done. 
The action of the Government had been forced 
upon them, or they had allowed it to be 
forced upon them, by a campaign of 
assassination. That was not treating the 
country fairly. Then the Lord Chancellor made 
a specch in dune, in which he said that it was 
an unfortunate fact that a very great number 
of members of Dail Kireann at this moment, 
if they did not actually belong to the class 
known as gunmen, undoubtedly belonged to the 
class that was steeped to the lips in the ex press 
policy of assassination. Then the Prime 
Minister in February of this year, when speak- 
ing on the Address, said that, after consulting 
those who were responsible for order in Ireland, 
they strongly urged that no truce should be 
agreed 10 except on the express condition that 
arms should be surrendered. 1 think, said Lord 
Salisbury, that the House will agree that that 
was @ wise decition. If you negotiate with a 
body of men who have arms in their hands, 
that is equivalent to a confession of defeat. 

THE LORD CHANCELLOR’S SPEECH. 

In August last year the Lord Chancellor 
summed up the position when he said:—*“ I 
speak quite plainly when I say that, in my judg- 
ment, our capacity to maintain the security an] 
the integrity of this Empire, and, therefore, our 
capacity to retain all the glory, ali the security 
and all the material advantages of this treaty— 
I think he meant the Peace Treaty, explained

Courts, said Lord Salisbury, did not function 
the greater part “of Ireland, and tha 
murderers and assassins, or their representatives, 
were received in Downing street.

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LORD DONOUGHMORE. 

The Earl of Donoughmore said that Lord 
Salisbury had asked in his motion whether 
the Government posed to proceed, further 
with the negotiations» He had received 
several leters from the South of Ireland, saying 
that if Lord Salisbury would only go over to 
seo them, the visitors ecu té him 
the awful times that they had been through 
during the three months before the present 
truce. There was a belief that if the negotia- 
tions broke down now the country would soon go 
back to those times, with even a greater in- 
tensity. There was one thing that he was 
sorry for, and that was that powers were given 
to the Irish Parliament to have its own 
militia. In that they were losing a valuable 
Imperifl tie. There was pore Sw danger. 
He presumed that this local militia would also 
be offered to the Northern Parliament. It would 
be a pity if not a danger for the two Parlia- 
ments in Ireland to stand facing each other in 
defiance. It would be much better to have an 
Imperial force. He believed that there would 
be a far greater desire on the part of the 
pas. oí reland for the maintenance of the 
mperial connection as against the separatist 
claim. The mass of opinion in Ireland was in- 
articulate, and it was necessary to get at the 
views of the people themselves. 

THE POSITION OF LOYALISTS. 

He was sorry to hear Lord Salisbury ssk 
whether the Government had in their minds 
the question of emigration for loyalists. He 
bad no respect for loyalists who would desert 
Ireland in her hour of trial. He did rot 
minimise the difficulties, but they could be 
dealt with in Ireland itself. Those at home 
claimed to have the same affection for their 
country. as any Republican. He aoped that 
there would be no withdrawal of the offer until 
public opinion had had a full opportunity of 
realising the facts. 


LORD HEMPHILL, 

Lord Hemphill congratulated the Govarn- 
ment on their courage in putting forward the 
resent proposals, and he advised his friends in 
reland to hesitate before rejecting them. He 
deplored to some extent the speeches of Lord 
Salisbury and Lord Selborne. All the world 
had changed singe the war except the two 
noble lords and a few of their friends, who lived 
in the past. If the noble lords knew the pre- 
sent conditions in Ireland they would take a 
different view. Surely they were not going to 
return to the terrible and unjustifiable policy 
of assussination. He agreed that it was im- 
possible to consider total separation as a solu- 
tion of the problem, and he thought that few 
Irishmen supported the claim for an indepen- 
dent republic. The course for both sides was to 
forgive and forget. 


LORD MAYO, 


The Earl of Mayo, referring to the words of 
Lord Salisbury’s motion, said that he sincerely 
hoped that the Government would proceed with 
the negotiations. The Goverfiment had put the 
status of Dominion government inerese the 
country, and that was whai the Government 
must stand by, and what he thought Ireland 
was prepared to accept, with certain conditions, 
such as the provision with regard to a Second 
Chamber, which should be carried out as far as 
possible when any arrangement received statu- 
tory form. He wished to draw the attention 
of the Government to the fact that there was 
£25,000,000 owing to landlords in Ireland by 
those who had signed contracta, but had not 
carried them out. With regard to the right 
riven to the Irish to raise their own armies, 
+ predicted that that would lead to the rais- 
ing of a secret army. There was already 4 
Republican Army, which was well armed, and 
in his view it would be much better to have 
this force allowed to remain, as the Government 
knew what they were, and who the officers were, 
and how the men were enrolled. This course 
would be safer than having a secret sort of 
militia raised in Ireland. He hoped that the 
Government would proceed with their policy 
steadily and patiently, for it would take time 
to complete this change of government in Íre 
land, which was really to be transformed into 
a Colony. 


LORD MIDLETON. 


Lord Midleton, as one who had a certain 
responsibility for the policy of the Government, 
said that those who met in conference in Dub- 
lin last month were not consulted in any way 
as to the terms which were to be offered to 
Ireland, but they were convinced that nothing 
satisfactory could be obtained as long as oUt- 
rage and murder went Qp at the same time aé 
negotiations were being conducted. Therefvre, 
they did their best to secure a truce, 
which had proved an unmitigated bless- 
ing. Coming to the terms which had 
been offered to Ireland, he said that ther 
wes an opinion when the Government of Ire- 
land Act was under consideration that local 
matters should be left to Ireland, and ail 
Imperial matters should be reserved io this 
country, and if somp of them bad made 
sacrifices since then they had done eo for the 
of a satisfactory solution of the Irish 
question. On the matter of allowing the two 
Parliaments to raise armies of their own, it 
was felt by some that the full statement by the 
Prime Minister on the point made in December 
last had to be explained, for could anybody 
eomceive anything more dangerous for the 
future of Ireland that the Parliaments might 
each raise armed forces? In any settlement 
he hoped that the Government would take care 
to safeguard the interests of the loyal 
minorities in Ireland. He believed that if the 
Government dealt with the subject tactfully 
and firmly, and would gay that they were not 
repared to consider any proposals which would 
“ dangerous from an Imperial standpoint,

THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 


The Lord Chancellor said that the supposed 
widespread dissatisfaction with the policy of 
the Government had during the debate found 
a mouthpiece only m Lord Salisbury and Lerd 
Sefborne. The assumption that this diseatis- 
faction was universal, and was ehared by the 
people of thie Empire and these isisnis was 
grotesquely inconsistent with the established 
facts of the case, which showed that the G»- 
vernment had an overwhelming measure of 
public support. If there was this profound dis- 
satisfaction, why should Lerd Salisbury have 
found himself so marooned in the course of the 
debate. Lord Salisbury had expressed himae'!f 
in words of the most far-reaching contempt for 
members of the Government. He could not 
help asking that Lord Salisbury would recollect 
the words of Oliver Cromwell, extorted under 
the etress of debate, “I heseech yon by tha 
powere of Christ to remember that you may 
sometimes be wrong.” It was an admonition 
which the noble marquis would do well to bear 
in mind, to correct hie dogmatic methods in 
regard to the supposed imperfections of others. 
Was it not possible that the Unionist colleagues 
of Lord Salisbury in the Cabinet were right in 
the view that they held, and that Lord Salis- 
bury was entirely wrong? Let there no 
mistake as to the consequence of Lord Salis- 
bury’s view, He says in bitter language that 
we are wroug, and, in substance, that we are 
immoral, in having undertaken these negotia- 
tions at all. But these matters are entirely 
matters of alternatives. 

THE ALTERNATIVE. 

What wae the alternative present to the mind 
of Lord Salisbury? There was, of course, no 
other alternative but that of force. Lord Salis- 
bury must be treated as committed to the 
position, that the Government ought to have 
continued, only more successfully, to attempt 
to apply coercive measures to the disorders in 
Ireland. He had never belonged to those who 
affirmed that if it became necessary to resume 
those measures they would ultimately be un- 
sucoessful, He had never thought so i!) either 
of the greatness or destiny of this country as 
to take that view, but he recognised that, in 
spite of great sacrifices, of growing losses, of 
a deepening sense of tragedy, and of estrange- 
ment between the two islands, those efforts up 
to a certain poimt had not succeeded. Noble 
lords from Ireland had revealed in a flash how 
aloof was Lor Salisbury from everything con- 
temporary and vital in the situation. Some of 
those noble lorde had indicated that in their 
opinion the Government had made mistakes, 
and been guilty of inconsistence. When events 
changed constantly in shifting and .dynamic 
circumstances, consistency might easily he the 
quality of the mediccre, but did not 
agree with the general impeachment that the 
Government had been guilty of inconsisteney in 
this matter. 

THE NORTH AND SOUTH, 

The view that he had always maintained was, 
that no one began to understand the realities of 
the Irish situation who did not realise the un- 
bridgable gulf between the North and 
South, but E could not commit himself to the 
position, that with the case of Northern Ireland

virtue of numbers. The secure ition of 
Ulster would never be abandoned by any 
Government of which he was 4 member, and 
sure he was that there was nothing more re- 
mote from the minds of those responsible for 
the Government of Ireland Act than that there 
should be any surrender of the position and 
rights of Ulster. He did not at present share 
the optimism which pervaded many epeeches. 
lt might be true or not that they were to dis- 
count much that had been said in the fiery and 
inflammatory ulierances which had. recently 
filled the papers. He did not assert his claims 
in competition with those of noble lords who 
came from Ireland to appraise the dialectical 
methods found ib: in circumstances hike 
the present, but he would have thought that to 
have waved torches after a long drought in the 
proximity of arid cornfielda was far too franght 
with danger to have been expected of men whe 
had in their minds the attainment of a settle- 
ment and adoption of the means which might 
make that. settlement easier. He hoped that 
those who had taken the more sanguine view 
in this matter might be justified by the event, 
but it would be wrong to found the whole of 


this digcusgion upon the sanguine view that thay 
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offer which had been made was an offer which. 
would accepted. 
. THE, GOVERNMENT'S OFFER. 

Fri were asked whether this document, con- 
tained the last terms which the Government in- 
tended to offer. They had two courses open to 
them. They very carefully considered both. 
They might have made a general statement, ad- 
mitting, perhaps, of extension, or might frankly 
and plainly have said before the whole world, 
once and for all, that which they were prepared 
to give, and beyond which they were not pre- 
pared to go. They adopted the course of put- 
ting everything forward, and it would, indeed, 
be disastrous if it were not plainly realised by 
those to whom that offer wae addressed, that 
it contained their last word in the direction of 
concession and of compromise. It that failed, the 
prospect which remained was well known to 
them, and it had+better be plainly realised. 
Lord Salisbury thought that the intervention of 
this offer ought not to have prevented the pro- 
cess proceeding continuously, but the process 
must undergo great modifications before it was 
renew it. ‘Che events of last year had made 
with which they addressed themselves to the 
task were inadequate, and none could blind 


at negotiations broke down, they would fin 


against Ireland. Let them plainly understand 


of life, sacrifices less grave, but grave enough 
in the present situation of treasure, They 
would not shrink from whatever measures might 
necessary in order to prevent the secession 
of a constituent part of these islands from the 
British Constitution, and if they were forced to 
adopt that course they would apply themselves 
to it in the same spirit and determination with 
which the northern part of the United States 
protested and struggled against the secession of 
the Southern States. Would anybody say that 
they were wrong to attempt to postpone, and 
it might be to avoid, this terrible necessity? 
Was there anybody besides Lord Salisbury who 
did not realise it to be an unmixed advantage, 
that for some weeks this constant and horrible 
toll of slaughter, outrage, and destruction 
had been at least suspended with some 
slight prospect that it might be permanently 
arrested? He did not think that it would be 
convenient to discuss the terms or their meaning 
in “any detail. If the offer was accepted the 
terms would be a fit and necessary subject for 
Parliamentary debate, and would be decided as 
a result of a vote in each House of Parliament. 
Neither he nor his colleagues thought that their 
conduct of the Irish developments of t last 
three years had been attended by any large 
measure of success. 
THE PUBLICATION OF THE TERMS. 
They had fairly and frankly indicated to 
Parliament what. their difficulties had been. 
They had suppressed nothing in three years ex- 
cept the terms of this offer to Mr. de Valera. 
Those were suppressed at Mr. de Valera’s ex- 
press desire, and im consequence of the state- 
ment of his opinion, that the purpose of the 
negotiation would be best served by the sup- 
pression of the terms until the period when 
they were to be laid before the Dail. No one 
who thought that they ought to have under- 
taken the negotiations at all would take up the 
position, that, having undertaken them, they 
were to insist upon publication. With that ex- 
ception, they had taken the House completely 
into their confidence. During those three years, 
Lord Salisbury had not made one helpful sug- 
gestion. if the Government's critics were not 
srepared to make a positive indictment of what 
hed been done wrong a little less ascerbity and 
a little more charity would be very becoming. 
“I eannot tell the House,” he concluded, 
“ whether our proposals will succeed or fail, but 
] feel a sure and certain confidence that the 
view plainly held by the overwhelming majority 
of these islands and of the British Empire Be- 
yond the Seas, that we were right to make the 
attempt, was well founded, and it will be proved 
to bave been well founded whether we sueceed 
in that attempt or fail. The issue is removed 
from our hands. As far as we are concerned, 
we stand or fall by that which we have offered, 
and the word is now with others as to whether 


LORD DESART. 

The Earl of Desart said that he wished to say 
plainly and openly that he supported the Go- 
vernment in entering into negotiations with a 
view to obtaining peace in Ireland. In his view, 
the only alternative was the use of overwhelm- 
ing force, which would bring red ruin to Ireland 
and whole eeonomic existence. He 
was afraid that unhappily, such a course 
were resorted to all the Gevernment’s friends in
